George Seaman, painter, was 
present and discussed with the 
committee various jobs of painting 
on teacherages and schools, and 
the painting at the Lomond School 
was authorized with the exception 
of the auditorium. 

It was moved and carried that 
the salary agreement with the 
Vulcan Local of the ATA be ap¬ 
proved on behalf of the County 
of Vulcan. 

The superintendent read letters 
of resignation from the following: 
Mrs. Laverne Alexander, Norman 
Richards, R. Tout ant. 

It was moved and carried that 
the resignations be accepted with 
regrets. 

It was moved and carried that 
the following staff appointments 
be approved: Harry Myers, H. F. 
McCall, Roger Habke, W. A. 
Nyman, Mrs. Bernice Berg, Mrs. 
Jean McCall, Mrs. Agnes Ferguson. 

It was moved and carried that 
Henry Petkau be appointed princi¬ 
pal at the Champion School and 
Keith Wagner be appointed vice¬ 
principal. 

It was moved and carried that 
the superintendent be authorized 
to engage a part-time teacher for 
the Champion School. 

Members of the committee dis¬ 
cussed the matter of teacherage 
rentals and maintenance. It was 
noted that some of the teacherages 
were being left in a very dirty 
condition by those who are moving 
away, and it w r as felt that some 
definite regulations and control 
should be established for a guid¬ 
ance of tenants and the County 
Administration. It was moved and 
carried that the superintendent and 
secretary be requested to draw re¬ 
gulations for consideration of the 
committee at its next meeting. 

Instructions were given to have 


the frame teacherage at Milo in¬ 
sulated. 

Mr. Hawkesworth discussed with 
the committee the matter of an op¬ 
portunity room for slow learners, 
and told of a survey which had 
been made throughout the County 
to ascertain the number of stu¬ 
dents who would be eligible for 
such a room. It was moved and 
carried that a questionaire be sent 
to parents of children to be served 
by an opportunity room asking if 
the parents would be willing to 
send the pupils where the commit¬ 
tee designates and if they would 
provide their own transportation, 
or would they send the pupils to 
the opportunity room if transport¬ 
ation assistance w'ere provided. 

Authorization was given to Mr. 
Hawkesworth, Mr. McQueen, and 
Mr. O’Reilly to obtain necessary 
furniture for teacherages. 

It was moved and carried that 
the Enerson Bus Company tender 
for $15,200 be accepted for three 
school busies. 

Officials of Suburban Propane 
Ltd, and Flame Master Furnace 
Co. were present, and presented a 
proposal to the committee to con¬ 
vert the furnaces in Lomond, Milo, 
ArrowwoocJ, Mossleigh and Brant 
to propane fuel. They gave statis¬ 
tics in respect to costs of the con¬ 
version to propane with the offi¬ 
cials of the Suburban Propane Co. 
and it was decided that Mr. Kerr 
should look into this matter and 
advise the committee before any 
action was taken. 

Mr. Kerr presented final sketch 
plans for the Brant and Arrow- 
wood School Additions. It was 
moved and carried that the plans 
be approved and forwarded to the 
department for approval.

Under such circumstances 
then, the most skillful swimmer 
may not necessarily pass a Red 
Cross examination. 

All swimmers before taking the 
final examination from a Red 
Cross examiner must be pre-tested 
by an instructor on the day pre¬ 
ceding tlie examination and th. 
swimmer will be told at that time 
what his chances of passing are 
Any swimmer who has even the 
slightest chance of passing will be 
given that chance the following 
day, and any swimmer who cer 
lainly has no chance of passing 
will be told so and why and then 
asked not to come for the examin 
nlion.

Mr. Findlay has made First Aid 
his hobby for many years and has 
had a most interesting record in 
that line. He took his first course 
in First Aid in Calgary in 1937 
from Ernie Starr, then proprietor 
of Starr's Ambulance Service and 
now an alderman of the City of 
Calgary. Since that time he has 
taken courses in the Army and Air 
Force as well as civilian classes at 
such places its Medicine Hat, Brqn- 
don, Sareee Camp, Vulcan and St. 
John Ambulance Headquarters in 
Edmonton. 

He firsyt started instructing in 
First Aid to Army Cadets in Vul¬ 
can in 1943 and after active service 
in the RCAF, returned as Instruc¬ 
tor for the Army Cadets in Vulcan. 
Prominence in First Aid work 
helped get Vulcan Cadets to the 
National Army Cadet Award Camp 
at Banff, three years out of four. 

Mr. Findlay later spent about 
half time for four years on safety 
work in the oil drilling industry, 
which found him doing camp and 
rig inspections as well as conduct¬ 
ing First Aid courses at isolated 
oil drilling rig camps. This took 
him from northern British Colum¬ 
bia to many points in Alberta, the 
North West Territories and even 
to offshore drillng rigs in the Gulf 
of Mexico. The latter trip neces¬ 
sitated him qualifying as instructor* 
in the American Red Cross First 
Aid course Because St. John Am- 
hnlanrc was unknown in that area. 


This he was able to do at Shreves- 


port, Calicajou County, Louisiana. 


Since that time he has confined his 


activities to instructing and assist 


xamining classes in Al¬ 


berta, mainly in the County of

The 
other 30% of-their accommodation 
of semi-private or private rooms 
may be provided at additional 
charge to the oatients who want 
more privacy but whose condition 
may not require it. 

The Department of Health will 
pay to the nursing home $4.50 per 
patient day on bi’half of all those 
patients who have been assessed by 
the committee established to de¬ 
termine need as being eligible 
patients. The “patient will be re¬ 
quired to contribute $2.50 per day 
as his share of the cost. The 
government contribution will pay 
the operator for the additional 
costs of nursing care, personal care 
and sundries, besides providing the 
money needed to repay the money 
borrowed to build and i-quip the 
nursing home. 

The operator will he .entitled to 
charge up to $2.00 additional for 
semi-private and $5.00 additional 
lor private rooms asked for by the 
patient, but the amount of such 
accommodation will not he more 
Ilian 30';. The operators of the 
contract nursing home will also be 
allowed to take in people who do 
not fulfill the Assessment Commit¬ 
tee's requirements for eligibility, 
but no more than 20% of their 
total accommodation can be used 
for this type of patient. The $4.50 
a day provincial subsidy will not 
be paid for these non-eligible 
patients. 

Government benefits will only be 
paid in respect of patients who 
have been found to be in need of 
nursing home care by the Assess¬ 
ment Committee, composed of doc¬ 
tors and social workers. Prespec- 
tive patients must also have estab¬ 
lished residency requirements by 
having residi'd In the province for 
three consecutive years immedi¬ 
ately preceding their application 
for benefits.

A letter from the Pioneer Grain 
Co., Winnipeg, in respect to an ad¬ 
justment on the taxes on their 
Herronton Elevator which had 
been destroyed by fire on April 
14th was read. The council took 
no action to make any adjustment 
on the taxes as it was felt that 
the assessment was made for the 
calendar year January 1st to 
December 31st in accordance with 
Alberta regulations and there was 
no provision to apportion taxes. 

An application for approval from 
the Imperial Oil Co. to extend 
their bulk plant at Brant was con¬ 
sidered. It was moved and carried 
that the county recommend that 
approval be given. 

A letter from the Honorable 
Gordon Taylor, Minister of High¬ 
ways, in respect to an access road 
from the highway to the village of 
Carmpngay was read.

Mr. Taylor's 
letter also advised that the depart¬ 
ment was prepared to pay 50% of 
the cost of the survey. The council 
was very interested in the letter 
and the brochure and it was moved 
and carried that the council In¬ 
vite engineering firms to submit 
proposals at the August 12th 
County Council Meeting. 

The secretary-treasurer read a 
letter from the village of Lomond 
in respect to the Lomond Centen¬ 
nial Grant application.
